Tuesday's heavy downpour in from 
the ocean off Cape Mendocino, in- 
Stead of moving eastward, as is the 
usual procedure, has moved north- 
ward into the North Pacific Ocean, 
according to today's weather map. 

The rains have added 1,000,000,- 
000 gallons to the Spring Valley 
Water Company's water storage 
from which San Francisto con- 
sumera are supplied, G. A. Elliott, 
vice-president and general man- 
ager of the water company, told 
members of the Public Utilities 
Commultee of the Board of Super- 
visors today. The rains added two 
months to the supply of water on 
hand, he said. The supply is 1,000,- 
000,000 gallons more than that of 
one year ago. 

Snowfall in the Sierras registered 
at from thirty to fifty inches and 


promises a bountiful head of wa- 


ter for spring irrigation and clec- 
tric plants. 

Showers which started early 
brought the rainfall total in San 
ranciseo to within two inches of 
the normal precipitation to date, 
which is 13.03 inches. A year ago 
13.80 inches of rain had fallen by 
February 3.

GOLD SHIP BRINGS MILLIONS 


Steamer Bearing $10,000,000 in Bars Reaches New 
York After Trip From South America

The shipment was the 
ever made from South . America 
and the cargo of the Teno was 
exceeded in value only once be- 
fore, when the Leviathan crossed 
the Atlantic With $17,000,000 in 
gold. 

The shipment by the Banco Cen- 
tral de Chile, Santiago, to the 
National Bank of Commerce here 
is the largest private gold trans- 
action cn record. 

Making seventeen knot, the 
Teno made the trip from Valpa- 
raiso in eighteen days, following 
the course through the Caribbean 
taken in olden times by the sea 
rovers. 

Piracy still has to be reckoned 
with on the coasts of South Amer- 
ica, Afriea and China, according to 
a representative of the shipping 
company, and every. precaution 
was taken to guard the treasury 
ship. The cold was stowed away in 
a concrete safe, built for the trip 
and, as is customary with ship- 
ments from South America a 
strong guard was put on the ship 
when she left her home port.

The gold was shipped here in 
connection with the formation re- 
cently of the new Central Bank in 
Chile. It is not known definitely 
to what use the gold will be put, 
but. it is believed, to be a reserve 
‘against currency. The shipment 
may be followed by a large lean, | 
possibly $50,000,000, by American 
bankers to Chile.

Germany will become the fifty- 
sixth member of the League and 
the first permanent member of the 
Council named since the League 
was founded, the other permanent 
members, Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan, having held 
their places from the beginning. 

Germany's action will have some 
effect on the procedure of the 
forthcoming disarmament confer- 
ences. As a member of the Coun- 
cil. Germany automatically will 
have military, naval and aviation 
delegates in the League's perma- 
nent advisory commission on mili- 
tary matters, which is expected to 
play a big role in the disarmament 
meetings, as all technical prob- 
lems will be turned over to it for 
an opinion. 


This raises the question of 
whether the United States will be 
invited to be represented in this 
advisory commission. 

League officials predicted to- 
night that the American delegation 
to the preparatory commission will 
be requested to participate as tem- 
porary members of this advisory 
body, or at least in some consulta- 
tive capacity. 

The American government wil! 
raise objections to the postpone- 
ment of the preparatory disarma- 
ment conference, Hugh Gibson, the 
American Minister, informed the 
League today. 

The British government sent a 
message in the same tenor, say- 
ing that in view of the general de- 
sire for postponement it will not 
oppose such action. Brazil and 
Bulgaria also have agreed. 

The speed with which the Rus- 
s0-Swiss dispute over the Vorov- 
sky incident is liquidated doubtless 
will influence the fixing of the new 
date for the disarmament session. 
If the Russians attend the Geneva 
Conference they will be gien 
strong police protection, as Gwitz- 
erland desires above all else to 
avoid another affair like that in 
which Vorovsky was killed.

Supporters Fail 


Insubordinate Soldiery Aided 
by Civilians 


Loyal Troops Rake Lines 
With Cross-Fire 

(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

LISBON (Portugal) Feb. 3— A 
revolutionary movement which be- 
gan at dawn yesterday, was sup- 
pressed today by the voluntary 
surrender of the revolutionists. 
They vapitulated when they found 
the support promised them had 
failed. | 

In the meantime, however, Lis- 
bon was shelled, apparently with- 


out much damage being done and 
the insurgents were subjected to 
a cross-fire from the guns of the 
loyal troops. The movement in- 
cluded both soldiers and civilians 
and was under the direction of 
Maj. Laoerda Almeida of the gun- 
nery school at Vendas Novas. 

At the time, President Machado 
Was absent from Lisbon visiting in 
the northern section, but he re- 
turned last night and immediately 
put inte operation effective meas- 
ures to put down the revolt. 

An official communication 18 
sued U. evening describes the af- 
fair as follows: 

“Yesterday at dawn a group of 
in@ubordinate civiliams and aol- 
diers, with the intention of a 
revolutionary movement of a radi- 
cal nature, attacked the artillery 
School barracks at Vendas Novas. 
seizing seven guns and wounding 
one officer and a sergeant. 

“They went by train to Selixal, 
where they freed the prisoners 
from the jail and seized motor 
lorries and cars. Next they pro- 
ceeded to Almada (which lies just 
opposite Lisbon) where they 
camped with their material; there 
were 150 soldiers and fifty clivi- 
Hans armed with rifles. 

“From thig place they began 
shelling Lisbon and were answered 
by a cross-fire from St. George's 
fort. The government took imme- 
diate measures, sending troope to 
the south side of the Tagus, where 
they disembarked, supported by 
the gunboat Bengo. 

Tre government counts 
lutely on all naval and military 
forces to insure public order. 
which now cxists throughout the 
country.” 

After the experiences of vester- 
fay, a pitched battle with the 
revolutionistsa was expected this 
morning, but when called upon to 
surrender, with the threat of be- 
ing shelled out, they hoisted the 
white flag. A report current that 
the commanding officer at Vendas 
Novas was killed is declared to be 
untrue.

Feb. 3.—Bishop 
William Montgomery Brown, de- 
pesed bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, not satisfied 
with remaining a duly consecrated 
bishop of the Old Catholic Church, 
may yet decide to become a Mo- 
hammedan or a Jew, he announced 
tonight, through his secretary.

Berkeley Professor Asserts 
America Behind Europe 


Findings May Become Basis 
for Town Prediction 


BERKELEY, Fed. 3.—Moun- 
taing heve been explored, rivers 
and streams traced to their 
sources, and desert regions have 
been mapped by American geo- 
graphers, but, according to Dr. 
C. O. Sauer, chairman of the geo- 
graphy department of the Univer- 
sity of California, the geography 
of cities is almost unknown. 

“In Europe,” he says, “this city 
geography is a well-established 
thing. In fact, American geo- 
graphy is almost a life-time behind 
European. We are having growing 
pains in geography that reproduce 
cerditions met and settled in Eu-

rope in the ‘70's, and we a 
them seriously.“ 

Dr. Sauer is in charge of work 
in city geography, and 
by a number of field workers who 
are graduate students. 

“Cities, from the human etand- 
point, are the most important of 
all geographical] sites; they are 
those regions where there is a 
maximum accumulation of popu- 
lation, say the geographer. “It 
is surprising that the field has been 
so long neglected.“ 

The method of study of city 
geography has been determined by 
a study of small towns and rural 
sections. The first detalled survey 
is of the natural site, and the sur- 
face earth conditions. Following 
this work an analysis of the use of 
the site is made, which includes 
problems of residential, industrial 
and other districts and the amount 
of concentration in each district. 
Historical movements and changes 
are noted to determine how they 
are tied up with the natural site. 

“On the basis of careful study, 
correlated with like studies of 
other cities, it would be possible to 
create a city geography that would 
be accurate enough to use to make 
predictions, or to give advice on 
commercial and igdustrial under- 
takings,” says Dr. Sauer.

McReynolds delivered the 
opinion in a case from Minnesota 
involving the question whether 
James Daugherty, sentenced under 
three counts of an indictment for 
violating the narcotic law, should 
serve his terms consecutively or 
concurrently. Daugherty lost his 
fight for a right to serve the sen- 
tences concurrently, but in deliv- 
ering the ruling the justice served 
notice that the court might find it 
necessary to reverse a former de- 
cision on the constitutionality of 
the law itself if the issue was 
properly presented to it. 

\ Justice McReynolds pointed out 
that since the constitutionality ‘of 
the Antinarcotic Act Was sustained 
in the original test by a sharply 
divided court, that tribunal has 
passed upon a number of other 
laws in which, as in the Narcotic 
Act, the Federal government at- 
tempted to enforce regulatory leg- 
lation through the exercise of its 
taxing powers, 

These cases included the child- 
labor law, and the law involving 
the taxing of certain grain ex- 
change transactions. In view. of 
the decisions which were adverse 
to Federal regulatory legislation 
based on the taxing power, he 
declared that should a case be 
properly presented attacking the 
constitutionality of the antinarcotic

A month later 
it was down to $285 a ton. 

The jute industry of India is 
somewhat similar to cotton pro- 
duction in the southern part of 
the United States. It is grown 
largely by small native farmers in 
the Bengal district, the only place 
which has produced large quanti- 
ties of jute of good quality. There

Man Struggles With Nature 
at Santa Monica 


Million-Dollar Ballroom on 
Verge of Toppling 
Holes May be Cut in Floor to 
Get Loose Pilings

Desperate in the face of a prob- 
able new storm in the Pacific, of- 
ficials of Monica ballroom at 
Santa Monica fought with mind 
and matter last night in an effort 
to save the pleasure palace and its 
adjacent concessions from com- 
plete destruction by the breakers of 
a stcrm-swept sea. Shortly before 
midnight the situation resolved it- 
self into a battle between human 
ingenuity. fighting to save a man- 
made investment of 1,000,000 
uninsured, and the forces of na- 
ture, struggling to destroy. 

As high tide drew near with 
what was considered the severest 
test of the weakened la Monica 
pleasure pier, Ed B. Conliss, presi- 
dent of the LA Monica Amusement 
Company, and other officials, went 
into conferente with Roy Knaben- 
sue. balloonist, over a proposal 
by Knabenshue to cut holes in the 
sagging ballrocm floor and hoist 
through them with his apparatus 
the dangling plling underneath. 
Loose piling, battering like so many 
rams against the remaining sup- 
ports of the pler were said to be 
the greatest menace. 

Just as the conference started. 
Conliss announced. that a shipment 
of new pllind nad been ordered 
from Leong Beach for delivery this 
morning, with which it is hoped 
to reinforve the pier until the 
storm has subsided and efforts can 
be made to re-establish the sup- 
porting substructu 

Just before mig ght, Knaben 
shue went onto the pier and began 
cutting holes in the dance floor, 
his proposition having been ac- 
cepted by owners of the ballroom, 
Although the Gance floor was a 
score or more feet above the wa- 
ter line, the epin-hing spray broke 
through the holes in the floor and 
it was questionable whether his 
acheme would work. 

Oracks began appearing in the 
walls of the dance pavilion. which 
widened percentibly in the space 
of half an hour.

In fact, it is permitted to 
say little of political consequence under 
the Mussolini censorship. One of the Fas- 
cisti journals, a government organ, says, 
however, that Italy—which means Musso- 
lini—will raise no objection to America’s 
membership. Mussolini is no novice in 
foreign affairs. He handled the Italian 
debt settlement so well that, as soon as 
the agreement was signed, Italy borrowed 
enough money from Wall street in a sin- 
gle loan to pay the Italian installments on 
the American debt for twenty years. 


Our friends are the little nations: Bel- 
lum. Poland, Csecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia 
and the other members of the Little En- 
tente. Germany will also welcome us as 


among the smaller nations that the deci- 
sions of the World Court to date have 
been inclined to favor the strong. Tradi- 
tion seems stil] stronger than the sense of 
impartial justice. America is free from 
this tradition, and it is to our. member on 
the bench of the World Court that the 
weaker nations wil) appeal. They will ex- 
pect him to act both as judge and advo- 
cate, a position that will be difficult to All. 

The fact that each judge will represent 
abstract and concrete justice, that his na- 
tionality will—or should—have no influence 
on his decision, carries little weight with 
those lesser powers. They. have yet to 
learn that justice can be wholly disassoci- 
ated from interest. 


Uniess objections develop later the ac- 
ceptance of the Swanson reservations by 
the other members of the World Court will 
not be long delayed. The pressure of the

AS A MANAGER 
Although the recent contribution on 
“Management” by Henry Ford to System 
must have come as a jarring note to the 
editors of that wies exponent of business 
efficiency, they were game enough to print 
it. In his frank, simply written article 
Mr. Ford knocks some of the props from 
under those business men of conservative 
and methodica) ideas and shows profound 
contempt for some of the practices of effi- 
ciency experts, among them what he con- 
siders time-wasting conferences and too 
diligent attention to methods. 

“The business of management,” writes 
Mr. Ford, “is to manage. The thing to be 
managed is the work.” With this idea as 
the ruling thought he end his assistants 
simplify their work by seizing the essen- 
tial features of it and concentrating upon 
them. They have no bulky end unwieldy 
departments, no private offices, no red tape 
and very little “method” and yet they 
handle an enormous amount of business. 

It would seem by the Ford article that 
at times method threatens the smooth run- 
ping of things in the big Detroit plant, but 
when it does, Mr. Ford says. “we begin to 
look around a little.“ This is as if there 
was a fear that method was going to in- 
terfere with the efficiency of the concern 
or block fits progress. One can gee staid 
old business men, intrenched in such pri- 
vate offices as Mr. Ford relegates to the 
dead past, open their eyes in amazement, 
end one can hear these worthy men say, 
“Well, Uncle Henry does do a lot of queer 
things. but, then, he knows bow to roll up 
a big income.”

PACT WITH 
MEXICO AIM 
OF CHAMBER 


Plan to Call Trade Treaty 


Conference Approved by 
Los Angeles Organization 


The first step looking toward the 
possibility of a reciprocal trade 
treaty which would greatly expand 
Southern California business rela- 
tions with Mexico was taken yes- 
terday when the board of direc- 
tors of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce approved a report of 
the Mexican affairs sub-committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce for- 
eign trade committee suggesting 
that a conference be called be- 
tween commercial representatives 
of the Southland and the Mexican 
republic for the purpose of out- 
Uning agreements which would op- 
erate to mutual advantage. 

While the meeting would neces- 
sarily be unofficial, nevertheless it 
probably would determine a com- 
mon ground which, carried for- 
ward through proper channels 
might “have very beneficial re- 
sults,” Clarence Matson, manag 
of the foreign trades department, 
was informed by the directors. 

The purpose of the meeting 
would be two-fold, the approving 
resolution stated, first, the possibi- 
ity of negatiating a reciprocal tariff 
treaty between mexico and the 
United States to the mutual advan- 
tage of both, and with due regard 
to the interests of the West Coast 
of Mexico and the industrial South- 
west; and, secondly, the matter of 
discussing international quarantine 
regulations which would operate 
to greater advantage than those 
now in force. Because of this lat- 
ter phase, the directors said, quar- 
antine officials should be included 
in the proposed conference,

Long Criminal Record Laid

LONG BEACH, Feb. 3.—Close

Ryan is booked here on charges 
of assault with intent to commit 
murder and burglary, the result of 
the robbery of the Buster Drug 
Store last night and the subsequent 
gun battle he engaged in with 
Patrolman Claud Reusch when the 
latter attempted to effect Ryan's 
capture in the deserted harbor dis- 
Arict. Ryan emptied his revolver, 
containing six bullets, at Patrol 
man Reusch during the battle, 
which occurred with cGfficer and 
fugitive barely thirty feet apart. 
Five of the bullets from Ryan's 
gun pierced the clothing of the 
officer. One shot from the offi- 
cer’s gun entered Ryan's knee and 
as the policeman closed in on him, 
Ryan continued to snap his empty 
pistol in the policeman’s face. He 
was subdued after a struggle. 

“I did my best to kill that cop, 
but he was lucky. I'll say this for 
him, he is sure game. 1 wish now 
that he had killed me,” Ryan told 
newspaper men and officers while 
his wounds wete being dressed last 
night by Police Surgeon Sweetal. 
To the latter he confided that he 
has a long criminal record. 

An attempt by Ryan to take his 
own life was frustrated early this 
morning by Jailer McGinnity, who 
found him in his cell with a leather 
belt twisted tightly about his 
throat. He was semiconscious 
when the jailer removed the strap.
